TRUMAN ORDERS 29: SHIPS 
GIVEN ITALY FOR GOOD WILL 


Return of Merchant Vessels Seized in War or 
Their Replacement Authorized by 
‘Congress Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (AP) 
—President Truman today ordered 
the transfer of 29 merchant ships 
to Italy as a gesture of American 
good will. The vessels, including 
15 Liberty ships, represent a fur- 
ther United States gift to Italy's 
economic recovery. 

Congress authorized the move 
last August when & gave the 
President permission to return or 
replace all Italian ships seized by 
the United States during the war. 

A State Department official told 
a reporter it is a happy coinci- 
dence” that negotiations for this 
gift were completed today—33 
days before the Italian ‘elections. 

In signing the ship transfer 
order, Truman issued a statement 
saying in part: 

“I am happy to express again 
the feeling of friendship and ad- 
miration of the American people 
for the Italian people, who, in 


these brief years since the war 
ended in Europe, have made such 
courageous strides forward in the 
democratic faith and have repeat- 
edly shown the‘ world that, sup- 
ported with courage and wisdom, 
his faith cannot and will not 
(fatter or fail.” 

Fourteen of the ships are Ital- 
ian vessels seized during the war. 
The 15 Liberty ships are replace- 
ments for other Italian ships lost 
or worn out after seizure. Italy 
had ‘waived all claims to the ves- 
sels under the -peace treaty, but 
the administration urged Congress 


bolster Italy's economy. 
Officials said some Italian sea- 
men already have been sent to this 


country to man the Liberty ships.

Report to King Cites ‘Rus- 
sia’s ‘Brusque Methods’ 
and ‘Increased Danger 


of War.’ 


' STOCKHOLM, March 16 (AP)— 
The Swedish defense staff, citing 
the “brusque methods” of Russia, 
as asked King Gustav V for 
measures to strengthen Sweden’s 
ilitary . preparedness. A letter 
ent to the King yesterday stressed 
the “increased danger of war.” 

In a simultaneous report to the 

ng, the commander in chief of 
Sweden’s armed forces, Gen. Helge 
Jung, called for additional money 
and considerable contributions of 
manpower, materials and indus- 
trial capacity to attain “coup pre- 
paredness”—readiness to meet a 
sudden stroke. 

The defense staff report said 
“the possibility must not be ex- 
cluded” that the Soviet Union, “for 
reasons of its own security, might 
resort to partial action which it 
deems possible, without unleashing 
a big war.” The staff mentioned 
especially purchase from abroad of 
materials which might be more 
difficult to get if the “general sit- 
uation sees a further deteriorat- 
ing.” 

Russia and Security System. 

“Evidently the Soviet Union is 
very consistently working to weld 
together its own security system in 
eastern Europe,” the report said. 
“Apparently it does not hesitate 
to resort to very brusque methods 
in its work. Contradictions be- 
tween the East and West do not 
seem to diminish, but on the con- 
trary to be gradually aggravating.” 

The staff added, however, that 
it does not believe “a general con- 
flict to be imminent, as the west- 
ern powers are hardly prepared 
and Russia probably ig still too 
weak.” 

Gen. Jung’s report used the 
term “coup preparedness” several 
times. He termed. “very low” the 
“personal preparedness” of the 
army and coastal artillery and 
that of the navy and air force. as 
“somewhat more favorable.” He 
concluded that the navy’s “total 
coup preparedness” was very low. 

Meanwhile, returns showed 
Communists were swept out in 
Sunday’s elections for one of the 
biggest strongholds of the Swedish 
Trade Union Federation. In union 
elections throughout northern 
Sweden, Communists were ousted 
from the board of the Lulea sec- 
tion of the federation. Einar Norr- 
man, federation secretary, said the 
development was the “general ten- 
dency all around the country.” 

(In neighboring Norway, an

— The House voted 135 to 83 today 
to take rent control powers from 
federal officials and give full au- 
thority to local boards to raise 
rents or to lift ceilings entirely. 

The action came on a motion 
by Representative Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, to strike the 
local option provision from the 
rent bill. He challenged local op- 
tion as unconstitutional. 

With this issue settled, the 
House pressed toward passage of 
the bill extending rent control, if 
the local boards want it, to April 
1, 1949. : 

Representative Rayburn of 
Texas, the Democratic leader, 
shouted to the House: “This is 
the most reckless abdication of 
legislative authority I have ever 
seen.” 

“We are going a long way to 
set up a little board in some far 
awaw place with final authority,” 
he said. “There is no appeal. 
There are appeals from our jus- 
tices of the peace and from our 
elected judges, but there would be 
no appeal from the decisions of 
these local rent boards.” 

How Locals Are Named. 

The local boards are nominated 
by the governors of the various 
states and appointed by the fed- 
eral rent administrator. 

Earlier the House defeated, 117 
to 29, a proposal to extend rent 
controls to June 30, 1950, and roll 
back many increased rents to their 
wartime OPA levels. 

Representative Helen Gahagan 
Douglas (Dem.), California, of- 
fered the proposal which would 
have wiped out rent hikes made 
under “voluntary” leases agreed 
on by tenants and landlords. Mrs, 
Douglas told the House many ten- 
ants had been “coerced” into sign- 
ing these leases. 

The Senate rejected “local op- 
tion” in voting to extend rent con- 
trol to May 1949. Representatives 
of the full House will get together 
later to iron out differences.

The killer then fired point- 
blank at two other boys and fled 
when the guns misfired. Enraged 
students, joined by police, gave 
chase. 

The three-block pursuit ended 
when Markovich ducked into a 
building where, flashing a knife, 
he was captured by patrolmen. 
He had tried to fire at his pur- 
suers but again his weapons mis- 
fired. 

Detectives quoted Markovich as 
saying that as he approached the 
armory he asked who the boys 
were and was told “schoolboys 
from a Catholic church.“ 

“At the word ‘Catholic’ I went 
mad,” Markovich was quoted as 
saying. “I started firing.” 

Police said the man then. told 
them: 

“The Catholics killed my boy. I 
have been thinking about killing 
them for a long time. On Sunday 
I even went into the Paulist 
church (the Roman Catholic 
church of St. Paul the Apostle) in- 
tending to kill as many as pos- 
sible. I changed my mind when 
I saw a lot of men I thought 
were cops.” 

Obsession About Boy. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Henry Whitney said the unem- 
ployed welder attributed the death 
of his 18-year-old son to “foul 
play of Catholics, Italians and 
politicians.” He did not elaborate, 
Police said the child died of nat- 
ural causes four years ago. 

Markovich became so obsessed 
by the idea, Whitney related, that 
he had a 156-page book printed 
in Slavic. It contained a picture 
of the dead son and explained, 
Markovich said, how Catholics 
“killed my boy.” A copy of the 
paper-covered book was found on 
the man.

PLAN TO CUT ARMY 
TO 21-22 AGE GROUP 


MOSCOW, March 16 (AP) — A 
communique said today the Rus- 
sian Army will be reduced to two 
age groups—21 and 22 year olds— 
by the end of March. 


“All the older age groups,” the 
communique said, “are to be de- 
mobilized by the end of March.” 

The communique said the presi- 
dium of the Supreme Soviet had 
decreed that the Army will con- 
sist of 1926 and 1927 age groups.

“I think it will be a good invest- 
ment. That is not my idea alone. 
It is the idea of the City Plan 
Commission, whose members have 
studied and surveyed the situation 
over the past 30 years, It is the 
idea of similar groups in other 
large cities, where proposals like 
ours are under consideration or 
havé been adopted.” 

0 Areas. 
Bartholomew asserted that the 
areas Classified as slums or “obso- 
lete areas” in St. Louis are only 7 
to 10 per cent of the city’s area, 
yet they have an excessive propor- 
tion of crime and juvenile delin- 
quency and poor health. He esti- 
mated that the cost of city serv- 
ices in the obsolete areas over 
what those areas produce in taxes 
is approximately equal to the city’s 
projected $4,000, deficit this 
year.

LITTLE ROCK, March 16 (AP) 
— The Akrnasas Public Service 
Commission was told today South- 
western Bell Co. still Mil earn only 
about 5.5 per cent on its Arkansas 
operations if requested rate in- 
creases are granted. 

The statement was made by John 
Mohler of St. Louis, general attor- 
ney for Southwestern Bell, as the 
commission began hearing of the 
company’s application for an an- 
nua] rate increase of $1,800,000 in 
Arkansas. 

The attorney said the estimated 
prospective earnings were in rela- 
tion to opefations for the last six 
months of 1947 and based on orig- 
inal costs less reserves. He com- 
mented that the telephone com- 
pany did not accept such a basis 
for rate-making purposes and 
would resist such a basis if the 
question ever became “pertinent.” 

However, he said, for the pres- 
ent purpose such a computation 
was used as the lowest possible 
basis on which rates could be 
fixed. Mohler termed the rate 
increase application “an emergen- 
cy one.” 

In response to a question by 
Commission Chairman Charles C. 
Wine, Mohler said the company 
hopes to spend $23,000,000 in Ar- 
kansas for improvements in 1948 
and 1949. a 

Included in the plans, he said, 
is proposed conversion of 11 ex- 
changes from manual to dial op- 
eration. He said the company 
plans to complete this conversion 
by the end of 1949 except for one 
exchange, which would be com- 
pleted early in 1950. 

The attorney told the commis- 
sion that witnesses for the tele- 
phone company will detail the 
plans and list exchanges involved. 

W. . Gosdin, Little Rock, 
Southwestern Bell division man- 
ager, testified that from 1940 un- 
til 1947 the company’s Arkansas 
operating revenue increased 132.88 
per cent but that in the same pe- 
riod operating expenses increased 
212.63 per cent, 

The company operated at a defi- 
cit in the stake in 1947 and as a 
result paid no state or federal in- 
come tax, he testified. 

In 1946, the last year for which 
records are complete, the company 
had a net operating income of 
$874,742, a return of about 3.31 per 
cent on a plant investment of ‘$26,- 
447,388, he said. 


Kansas Objects to Bell Evidence 


„ Kan., March 16 (AP) 
~The Kansas Corporation Com- 
mission today demurred to evi- 
dence presented by Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Company in sup- 
port of its appeal for an immedi- 
ate increase in Kansas rates. 

The evidence was introduced by 
Southwestern Bell after Shawnee 
county District Court Judge Paul 
Heinz reserved his ruling on a 
motion by the commission to dis- 
miss the phone company’s appeal. 

Southwestern Bell's evidence 
largely was a repetition of that 
introduced in the commission's re- 
cent hearing of Bell’s rate in- 
crease application. Howard Flee- 
son, special counsel for the com- 
mission, in presenting the de- 
murrer, said: 

The evidence fails to show ir- 
reparable damage to the phone 
company from the commission’s 
order dismissing the company’s 
rate increase application; it shows 
no itemization of costs as required 
by statute; it fails to prove con- 
fiscation” of any one of the 148 
Southwestern Bell exchanges in 
Kansas. 

The first day of the court bat- 
tle yesterday was taken up en- 
tirely by argument on the com- 
mission's motion for dismissal. 

Commission attorneys contended 
the court did not have jurisdiction 
in the case. They argued that the 
appeal would have to come from 
an order “altering, approving or 
disapproving”- a rate. The com-

Truman Studies Situation. 

The White House said President 
Truman was studying the situa- 
tion. Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross told reporters, 
however, that “nothing concrete” 
has been done. 

If Truman or his labor advisers 
decide to intervene, they might 
first appeal to Lewis and the coal 
operators to get together and 
séttle the controversy. Or, both 
sides might be asked to meet with 
Government mediation officials. 

Under the Taft-Hartley law, Tru- 
man also could set up a board to 
investigate and try to end such 
a dispute. This could be followed, 
if necessary, by request for a court 
injunction. 

However, Lewis's contract with 
the operators provides that the 
miners will work only if “willing 
and able.” Thus, a court might 
not find any basis for action. 

Truman broke the last mine 
strike in 1946, by an injunction 
obtained on the ground of breach 
of contract.

As the strike deadline arrived, 
pickets started their march before 
the plants—about 78 independent 
and 62 operated by the major com- 
panies, Swift, Armour, Wilson, 
Cudahy and Morrell. There was no 
untoward incident in any of the 
cities from New York to Los An- 
geles. 


29-Cent Demand. 


The strike stemmed from a dis- 
pute over the CIO union’s demand 
for a wage increase of 29 cents an 
hour. However, the packers of- 
fered a pay boost of nine cents an 
hour, which recently was granted 
the AFL workers. 


The CIO union on Sunday had 
offered to accept the major pack- 
ers’ offer of 9 cents, retroactive to 
Jan. 12, if the packers agreed to 
arbitration of the differences. 

The proposal to arbitrate was, 
rejected by Swift, Cudahy and Ar- 
mour. Wilson & Co., which also 
had offered a 9-cent-an-hour in- 
crease, withdrew its offer and was 
not included in the arbitration 
proposal. 

John Morrell and Co., ranked 
as the fifth major packer, was 
not involved in the negotiations 
which usually set the pattern for 
the entire packing industry. 

Helstein said the 29-cents- an- 
hour hike sought would increase 
packing house labor rates from 
19 to 28 per cent, depending on 
degree of skill. The common la- 
bor hourly rate now is $1.02. 

He said the union’s wage de- 
mand was derived from the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics “city worker’s family budg- 
et.” Helstein said this budget, for 
a family of three, and assuming 
gteady work .throughout the year 
for 40 hours a week, would re- 
quire an hourly wage rate of 
1.39.

Russia probably does not want 
war, in the best judgment here. 
The Soviet Union probably won't

The Kremlin apparently has de- 
cided that it has a golden oppor- 
tunity for conquest during the 
next several months.

The Coal Strike 
The coal strike—for it is no less a strike for 
not having been formally ofdered—is capricious, 


irresponsible and unnecessary. There is jus- 
tice in Mr. Lewis’ demand for fair pensions 


for aging miners. But to obtain justice it is not 


necessary to permit a strike which cripples 
American industry at a time when it should run 
full blast to curb inflation at home and supply 
goods for our democratic allies in Europe. 

The strike is in violation of the spirit and 
letter of the contract which the union signed 
with the coal operators last July and which 


does not expire until June 30. Yet more than 


half the nation’s soft coal miners are out on 
strike. If Mr. Lewis would honor his contract 
and submit his case to public opinion, he could 
obtain fair action on his pension demand without 
interrupting the flow of coal. But that is not 
John L. Lewis’ way. He prefers to dramatize 
himself by the ingenious means of a general 
stoppage of work which is not ordered from 
above but “just, happens.” Whether spontane- 
ous or inspired, this is a strike subject to action 
under the Taft-Hartley law. 

The Taft-Hartley Act provides machinery for 
dealing with strikes which imperil the national 
health and safety, as this strike does. First, the 
President appoints a board of inquiry to examine 
the issues in the dispute. This board would make 
a factual report, with no proposal for a settle- 
ment. Upon receiving this report, the President 
is empowered to instruct the Attorney General 
to obtain a temporary injunction against the 
strike. The injunction would remain in effect 
for not more than 80 days. 

After the issuance of the injunction, the board 
of inquiry would reconvene and at the end of 60 
days submit a new report on the strike issues 
and negotiations for a settlement. If by this 
time no agreeement were reached, the National 
Labor Board would within five days order a 
secret election to determine whether the work- 
ers were willing to accept the last offer of the 
employers. Whichever way the vote went, the 
injunction would then be dismissed. 

This strike is one in which public opinion is 
peculiarly fitted to bring about a settlement. 
The disagreement arises from the United Mine 
Workers’ demand for a $100-a-month pension 
for miners who have reached 60 after at least 20 
years in the mines. For men who accept the 
gruelling labor and the perils of coal mining, 
this does not seem an exorbitant demand. It 
seems reasonable, at least, as a gradual goal. 

But it was only last July that Mr. Lewis won 


. his demand for welfare royalties of 15 cents a 


ton on all coal mined by the U. M. W. A. He won 
a royalty of 5 cents a ton to pay indemnities for 
death or injury of miners and pensions for those 
becoming sick or disabled. The operators also 
agreed to pay 10 cents a ton to go into another 
fund which Mr. Lewis now wants enlarged suf - 
ficiently to pay the $100-a-month general pen- 
sions. To do this, the royalty would have to 
be raised to perhaps 30 or 40 cents. 

About $35,000,000 has accumulated in this 
fund. Mr. Lewis charges that it has been im- 
possible to adopt a plan for its expenditure be- 
cause of the operators’ stubbornness. The fund, 
however, had three trustees, one each for the 
miners, the operators and the public. Until the 
public member resigned in disgust two months 
ago, the miners could have obtained action at 
any time by reaching common ground with him. 
They could get action now by demanding that 
the vacancy be filled and then agreeing with 
the public member on terms. 

There have been new indications of late that 
John L. Lewis suffers from Stalinesque delu- 
sions. The miners’ magazine, which he firmly 
controls, carries headlines such as, Lewis Freed 
Slaves as Lincoln Did,” “Lauds Lewis as a Great 
Leader, Negotiator,” “Lewis Has Always Led Us 
Right.” A verse declares Lewis “leads his peo- 
ple like Moses of old.” 

There is nothing Moses-like in John Lewis’ 
present role. To threaten the country with an 
industrial shutdown in the present crucial situa- 
tion is a shabby and unpatriotic performance. It 
is the part not of a patriarch of labor but of a 
ham mad for the spotlight. This is so obvious 
that it must be clear to the thoughtful element 
in Mr. Lewis’ own union. The law should be 
obeyed and enforced. .

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Heat on the Small Loan Crowd 


It is late, very late, but State Insurance Super- 
intendent Owen G. Jackson has at last taken 


notice of the way some Missouri small loan firms 


are forcing their customers to buy expensive in- 
surance policies. It’s a “racket,” said Mr. Jack- 
son, and he is going to look into it. 

That look might have been taken long ago. 
Ever since the 1945 constitution wiped out the 
old small loans act and the Legislature failed to 
get a new law onto the books, some of the loan 
companies have been insisting on these policies. 
On the face of it, the insurance scheme is a way 
of getting around the 8 per cent limit which the 
new Constitution puts on interest rates in the 
absence of specific legislation. 

The life, accident or automobile coverage is 
sold by loan company employes who have been 
designated as agents of the insurance firms. 
Commissions run as high as 80 per cent, and it 
is an easy guess that this money goes to the loan 
company rather than to the “agent.” It is not 
chicken feed., Superintendent Jeckson told of 
$192 in premiums paid in connection with a $600 
loan. Yet the loan companies insist that they 
want to help hard-pressed people out of their 
financial troubles! 


Apparently they are happy enough to operate 


without a law so long as they can get away with 


things like the insurance racket. But that ought, 


to stop fairly soon after the Superintendent's 
scheduled conference with half-a-dozen com- 
panies that have been writing such policies. He 
ought to be able to convince them that 80 per 
cent commissions are more than slightly irregu- 
lar. With this practice ruled out, the small loan 
crowd may conclude that it might be better to 
have a decent rate law on the books. After all, 


it does not want to be stuck with that constitu- 
tional 8 per cent limit. 

Superintendent Jackson might have turned on 
the heat sooner. But now that he has lit the 
flame, let’s hope he keeps it high. 
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No o Money for a Red Italy 


Speaking for the State Department, which as 
yet has not made a formal statement on the sub- 
ject, Michael J. McDermott said at a press 
conference: 


The Communists in Italy have said that 
they don’t want the European Recovery 
Program. If the Communists should win 
(the parliamentary election of April 18), 
which we cannot believe will be the case, 
there would be no further question of as- 
sistance from the United States. 


The only criticism which can be brought 
against Mr. McDermott’s remark is that it comes 
at a press conference in answer to a question, 
rather than from the Secretary of State in a 
declaration of national policy. There can be no 
question as to what the American people think 
on this issue. It should be announced not only 
in Italy, but widely over Europe as the condition 
on which aid will be extended. 

Any other policy would make a joke of Ameri- 
can assistance, The very purpose of the Tru- 
man doctrine and its implementation, the Mar- 
shall plan, is to stop the spread of Communism 
over Europe. If we are going to provide a gen- 
erous starter for self-help, we certainly can set 
the terms. And under the circumstances, the 
first restriction has every reason to be that those 
who receive our help do not turn around and 
throw in with the Communists. 

Participation in the political affairs of Italy? 
Most assuredly it is, but we owe it to the Italians 
to let them know what the consequences of Com- 
munist victory at the polls will be. The Wash- 


ington press conference report will get back to 


Rome and Milan and the other centers of the 


coming electoral struggle. Even so, it would be 


much better to have a sharp, positive statement 
from Secretary Marshall as a reflection of popu- 


7 lar sentiment. 


After such a statement, each Italian voter 
would have to decide for himself whether he 
wanted to gain the solid help of the Marshall 
plan or go in for the promises and repressions of 
the Red Kremlin. 
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Tony Marino Should Be Freed 

It may be argued that the United States 
Supreme Court should have ordered the State 
of Illinois to release Tony Marino, who was 
convicted of murder 22 years ago without coun- 
sel to protect his trial rights even though he 
could not speak English at the time. Since the 
Supreme Justices did not do so, it is now the 
responsibility of the trial court, in the person 
of Circuit Judge Dusher of Rockford, and Attor- 
ney General Barrett to work out the solution. 

Judge Dusher takes the position that the case 
was remanded to him for further proceedings. 
Then let him and the Attorney General get busy 
and satisfy this “requirement.” Mr, Barrett 
has moved for Marino’s release on the grounds 
that he has already spent 22 years in prison 
under a sentence which the Supreme Court 
said, last Dec. 22, violates the Nill Bill of Rights. 
That is enough time for prosecutor and court 
to compose their differences. 

Illinois has held Tony Marino far too long. 
He should be released.

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On Its Way Out 


In dismissing an indictment of Philip Murray 
and the CIO, Federal Judge Ben Moore held 
unconstitutional the Taft-Hartley Act’s bar on 
political expenditures. Murray and the CIO had 
deliberately violated that clause of the act to 
bring on a court test. . Judge Moore obviously 
had no trouble in reaching a decision. He said: 
“Judged by its plain terms, the statute on its 
face fails to survive the constitutional test.” An 
attempt will be made by the Attorney General’s 
office to appeal the case directly to the Supreme 
Court. 

Known as Section 304 of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
the provision forbids corporations or labor 
unions to spend any money in connection with 
elections to fill federal offices, or in any pri- 
mary. This was interpreted to mean that union 
newspapers, supported by dues, could not com- 


ment on elections, since such comment would 


involve expenditures. Further, President Tru- 
man gaid the act provides no exemption for 
corporations whose business is the publication 
of newspapers or the operation of radio 
stations.” 

Surely, the authors of the act had no intention 
of gagging the press in general and, therefore, it 
must be concluded that the provision was very 
carelessly drawn, As to activity of union news- 
papers, Representative Hartley said they are free 
to comment on elections, The co-author, Sena- 
tor Taft, first said the law outlawed comment by 
union-supported papers, and then said “bona 
fide” union newspapers could comment. 

It is well that the confusion caused by Section 
304 is by way of being cleared up, and no doubt 
the United States Supreme Court will make 
short shrift of it. : 


The South Side’s Example 
An encouraging thing abeut the South Side 
housing effort is that it is avoiding delusions of 


grandeur. Multi-million-dollar apartments were 
mentioned in the first reports but Joseph F. Hol- 
land, a chief organizer, has taken pains to em- 
phasize that the primary aim is to encourage 
and help home-owners to improve their property. 

“Clean white curtains and scrubbed stone steps 
are not the marks of a slum area,” he told a 
Lafayette District Association audience. Re- 
habilitation doesn't mean tear down and rebuild, 
It means fix what you have, plus, in our case, 
an inquiry into the possibility of new housing.” 

This is sensible. The South Side has blight 
troubles but many of its homes are structurally 
sound and can be retrieved. It would be waste- 
ful to tear down such neighborhoods when the 
need is so acute to rebuild hopeless slums like 
the Olive-Market area. Replacing every time- 
worn dwelling in the city would take many years 
at best. There is an immediate need and op- 
portunity to improve old neighborhoods and, 
with the aid of a core of new housing and com- 
munity facilities, to protect them against re- 
newed blight. 

The South Side’s householders, who have fought 
so stubborn a battle this far against decay, can 
set the whole city an example. May the effort 
prosper.

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


An old note-book starts a flow of recollections about the earlier 
days of a colorful section of St. Louis; coal and clay mining as well 
as farming were its features; the work however, was lightefied by 
picnics and dances which were long recalled with great fondness.

I have never read, as far as I can re- 
member, a word about a part of St. Louis 
which used to be known as the Old Gravois 
Coal Diggins. Yet my parents told me that 
it was the Gravois Coal Diggins that en- 
ticed my Scotch grandfather, who had lo- 
cated in Albany on his arrival from Scot- 
land, to Missouri; and that same coal dig- 
gins enticed my English grandfather, who 
had located in Cleveland after his arrival 
It seems that 
my grandfathers had hoped to get rich 
at coal mining. In addition to the coal 
on the Diggins, there was fire clay. And 
a few miles south of St. Louis there was 
lead. 

What started this account of the Diggins 
was a job of housecleaning on my desk. 
I was side-tracked when I began to read 
one of the note-books left to me by my 
mother. She was born and reared on the 
old coal Diggins, and she never entirely 
recovered from homesickness for the place, 


Mother was born on the old Bingham 
plantation. Some years ago, the Bingham 
homestead was still standing just off Jes- 
sica street, not far from Bingham avenue, 
Her note-book tells of the big property 
owners near the Diggins when she was a 
girl back in ¢he 1860s, 


Slaves in Those Days 


Mother wrote of the Russels and the 
Parkers, the Binghams and the Christys. 
The Russel property was just north of the 
Diggins, and the Parkers were associated 
with the Russels in the clay mining in- 
dustry. It took in a lot of territory, The 
Russels farmed their land. They had a 
large vineyard and apple and pear orchards, 
Their property extended from Arsenal street 
to Gravois road, and from Grand avenue 
to somewhere near Kingshighway. The 
Russels kept slaves, as most of the big 
property owners on the Diggins did in 
those days. 

The first brickyard started by the Rus- 
sels was in a patch of woods near Mor- 
ganford road, The venture grew into the 
industry which was to be known as the 
Parker-Russel Mining Co. The Russel 
property extended south through the coal 
diggins to a large gate that entered the 
Christy property. The gate was near the 
house occupied by mother’s parents on the 
Bingham plantation, 

The Christy property extended from 
Morganford road-—-which was like a coun- 
try road in those days, to Kingshighway, 
then south to what used to be known as 
Clark’s road. The Christys were also 
slave owners. They mined the fire clay. 


First Oak Hill School 


The Gravols Diggins was marked all over 
with coal pits and pit banks-—the refuse 
from the coal pits—and the ‘sink holes 
where the pits had been. Morganford road 
ran through one of the old pit banks near 
the location of the German Lutheran 
Church near Morganford and Meramec 
street. 

The first Oak Hill School on the Diggins 
was on the Russel property opposite the 
Parker-Russel company store and brick- 
yards on Morganford road. The second 
Oak Hill School was erected on Tholozan 


avenue near the Holy Innocents Church, a 


church which, according to some of the 
old records, was built as a memorial to a 
beloved daughter of the Parkers. The sec- 
ond Oak Hill School had two rooms, one 
downstairs, the other up. 


There were two grocery stores and two 
saloons on the Diggins during my mother’s 
girlhood. One store, so her records state, 
was kept by a widow named Woodruff. 
She had three sons and two daughters. 
John, the eldest son, became manager of 
the Parker-Russel company store, with his 
brother, William, as his assistant. 

The other store, and. saloon combined, 
was kept by a German named Beck, in a 
long, low-built place with a porch all across 


the front. As Beck's business grew he 
added more rooms to his place. As he 
progressed, he became owner of a large 
portion of the Diggins. He built a big 
brick building on the corner of Beck ave- 
nue and Morganford road, had himself 


made postmaster, and changed the name of 


the Gravois Coal Diggins to Beckville. 
The other saloon on the Diggins was 
owned by a man named Wandless. Wand- 
less was badly crippled by rheumatism. His 
daughter, Mrs. Moses, kept house for him. 


»An Enterprising Mormon 


The first arfd only drygoods store on 
the Diggins in those early days was owned 
by a Latter-Day Saints minister and his 
wife, The name of this Mormon was Hazel- 
dine. The store was in one room of a very 
small house on four acres of land. The 
church was on another part of the land. 
There also were several houses which he 
rented. The Hazeldines raised’ an abun- 
‘dance of flowers and vegetables. (Family 
history intrudes here. After the death of 
Hazeldine, his widow married my English 
grandfather who had been a widower for 
years.) 

Before the Civil War berated the slaves, 
each plantation had its own blacksmith. 
After the war, a man named Grimm started 
the first blacksmith shop on the Diggins. 


Mother’s records tell of a Fourth of July 
when she and her sisters were ready to 
attend a picnic at Bamberger’s Grove but 
forgot the picnic basket in their excitement 
over a fire at the Shinbiddle place on the 
edge of the Diggins about opposite to the 
spot now occupied by the Bevo Mill on 
Gravois road, 


Shinbiddle’s place was a row of long, low 
buildings—a saloon, a grocery store and a 
place where farmers could put up for the 
night on their way to the St. Louis markets. 
A firecracker tossed by a boy landed on 
the dry shingles of one of the buildings, 
and the whole place burned to the ground. 


And Dancing at Night 


After enjoying the fire, mother and her 
sisters went on to the picnic. There was 
always something going on around the Dig- 
gins for young people to enjoy. 

Bamberger’s Grové was located where 
the House of Good Shepherd now stands. 
It was laid out like a park, with gravel 
walks, flower beds and shrubbery, and, here 
afid there, an iron deer, life-sized, half-hid- 
den in the shrubbery, There was a pavil- 
jon for dancing, seats and tables and, of 
course, a bar. 

Mother attended her first Oak Hill school 
picnic in the grove several years after the 
end of the Civil War. Later a hall was 
bullt there, It had two large rooms, Lodge 
meetings were held in the upstairs room, 
and dances in the room below. The women 
and girls wore calico dresses for the 
dances. All members of the families, from 
grandparents to the youngest baby, at- 
tended. When babies and small children 
fell asleep they were put to bed upstairs. 

Here, in mother’s records, that note of 
homesickness creeps in. The old Gravois 
Coal Diggins was a fine place to call home 
in those days—and it will always be home, 
sweet home, to me.

‘Lady | Windermere’s _ Fan’ 
Seems Stilted and Artificial 
in Revival at American. 


By MYLES STANDISH 

The revival of Oscar Wilde's 
“Lady Windermere’s Fan,” which 
opened at the American Theater 
last night for a two weeks’ stay, 
was a‘®arefully constructed one, 
designed to faithfully reflect the 
rococo elegance of London society 
of Wilde's day in decor, costum- 
ing, and, it may be added, 
manners. 

To that end, it was highly suc- 
cessful, But no amount of dress- 
ing could disguise the fact that 
Wilde’s comedy, after 56 years, 
seems to modern ears no longer 
the jewel it was once believed to 
be. Rather it is to be viewed as 
a gilded and finely carved, but, 
extremely uncomfortable chair, in- 
triguing as a museum piece, but 
unsuited for modern use, Its in- 
terest lies in associating it with 
its impact on its own time, its 
satire on the stuffy. manners of 
society and hypocritical moral 
code of its days, rather than in 
any present ey values, 

As a play, “Lady Windermere’s 
Fan” creaks. Much of Wilde’s 
dialogue is stilted, after the fash- 
ion of the humbler melodrama of 
his time. His concept of London 
society was highly artificial, one 
that caught the surface glint and 
reflected it with what seemed 
brilliance, This artificiality, in 
this age of naturalism in the 
theater, is palatable only when 
played perfectly, with equally 
coruscating artificiality, a finely 
stylized polish, which is not con- 
sistently achieved by this com- 
pany. 

The celebrated epigrams, par- 
ticularly, often sound more like 
recitation than dialogue. As ex- 
amples of burnished wit, they 
strike us as more effective when 
read than heard. The context, 
while it sometimes drives home a 
rapier thrust, very often has lost 
the shock-power it had on the Vic- 
torian era, and is merely ‘facile, 
clever and callow. As for plot, 
“Lady Windermere” is of course 
mechanically contrived. That in 
itself is no sin. Shakespéare used 
a handkerchief in “Othello” as 
obviously as Wilde used a fan 
here. But the device of a mother 
sacrificing her reputation to save 
that of her daughter, who doesn’t 
know the notorious woman she 
has despised was really her moth- 
er, is only a silken version of the; 
now hackneyed “Madame X“ 
theme, not nearly as movingly 
done as it sometimes has been 
elsewhere. 

While the cast lacks the bril- 
liance to make this comedy really 
live again for a modern audience, 
it is a competent one if the handi- 
caps of the vehicle are considered. 
We didn’t think the star, Cornelia 
Otis Skinner, too happily cast as 
the notorious. Mrs. Erlynne, how- 
ever. Miss Skinner has many 
merits, but she hasn’t the bright, 
brittle quality it seems to us is 
implicit in the role. David Man- 
ners and Judith Fellows were a 
satisfactory Lord and Lady Win- 
dermere. When she gained in 
force and acidulousness in the sec- 
ond act, Estelle Winwood ma-

moreover, 

parallel episodes. Representative 
Clare Hoffman of Michigan dis- 
covered recently that his name 
was listed in a confidential file 
of the Civil Service Commission, 
and made a tremendous row about 
it. Hoffman had, of course, no 
direct access to the files. However, 
certain investigative agencies in- 
cluding the FBI and the Army 
Security Branch did have such 
direct access, a practice 
ended. Again, this summer 10 
State Department employes were 
discharged, some of them cer- 
tainly unjustly, as potentially dis- 
loyal. Some person gave their 
names to the press, thus com- 
promising their reputations and 
perhaps ruining their careers. 
Only the State Department, the 
Civil Service Commission and the 
FBI had access of these names. 
These ‘episodes lead to the con- 
clusion that individuals in the ex- 


ecutive branch, with access to 


confidential files closely affect- 
ing the reputations of Govern- 
ment employes, are using this 
information either to curry favor 
with men like Hoffman and 
Thomas or for other reasons. 

It is almost impossible to ex- 
aggerate the seriousness of this 
sort of thing. It is already dif- 
\ficult to persuade compentent men 

risk their reputations in Gov- 
ent. Since the Condon affair, 
some Government scientists, des- 
perately needed in the national 
interest, are talking seriously of 
resigning. Moreover, the very real 
necessity for per security 
ensures to dea] with pro-Com- 
muists in the Government is ob- 
scured and distorted, to the de- 
light of the Communists. 

The most interesting revelation 
which Representative Thomas and 
his chief investigator can now 
make would not concern the 
alleged indiscretion of Dr. Con- 
don. It would concern rather how 

the Thomas committee came into

TELEPHONE UNION SUBMITS 
PROPOSAL FOR WAGE RISE 


Proposals for an unspecified 
wage increase and certain em- 
ployment classification changes 
were submitted today to the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
by Division 20, Communication 
Workers of America, which is 
bargaining agent for 48,000 tele- 
phone workers in five states. 

Submission of proposals for 
changes in wages and classifica- 
tions today is in compliance with 
Taft-Hartley Act provisions re- 
quiring that such notices be made 
60 days in advance of contract 
expiration. The union suggested 
that negotiations by company and 
union representatives begin here 
April 6. The contract expires 
May 17. 

Division 20 gained bargaining 
representation for 3949 commer- 
cial employes of the telephone 
company as a result of a,National 
Labor Relations Board election 
last week. 

Everett Cotter, union attorney, 
said the union will seek to disre- 
gard the King-Thompson Act, 
which prohibits strikes and lock- 
outs in public utilities in Missouri, 
because of the interstate charac- 
ter of the union proposals. The 
union is seeking to comply with 
Taft-Hartley provisions, and ap- 
plication of the King - Thompson 
Act might confuse the issues, Cot- 
ter stated. “We do not believe 
the Missouri law applies to our 
situation, and our board of direc- 
tors voted last week to ignore it, 
if possible,” Cotter said, The at- 
torney added he had sought an 
opinion by the Attorney neral 
of Missduri on the question, but 
so far had received none,

Theodore Roosevelt, unlike McKinley and Cleve- 
land, and every other President since the Civil War, 
did not believe in the semi-divine rights of big 
business, As a young assemblyman in New York 
in the 1880s Roosevelt had blurted out his disgust . 
for the “infernal thieves“ and “consclenceless swin- 
dlers“ who ran certain railroads, and as President 
he declared open war on the „ 5 
wealth,“ which was a phrase he coined | 

The weapon he used on his forays against evil 
was the “Big Stick,” which became in his hands, 
one of the best-known symbols in American politics. — 

When Roosevelt dug it out and started waving — 
it around, the other nations of the world instinc- 
tively ducked. For they could see—better than most 
Americans—what a powerful wallop it packed in 
the twentieth century. Just by waggling it a little 
Roosevelt scared Latin America into a state of 
quaking resentment and turned the Caribbean into 
an American wading pond. 

But his bold example inspired a host of reform- 
ers who were boring from within the two old 
parties. .These strictly middle-class rebels were 
called Progressives, or Insurgents, or New Free-

Soot, as you all know, is the 
product of incomplete fuel com-

force the heating plant and the 
other is to put some chemicals on 
the fire which will lower the tem- 
perature at which the soot will 
burn, There are two points here
